Mid  by  laws  recorded  therein,  and 
an  til  the  contrary  be  proven,  all  ordinance* 
and  by  law*  to  recorded,  aball  be  presumed 
to  bare  beeo  regularly  introduced,  paused 
and  published  according  to  tbe  require¬ 
ment  of  tbs  provision*  of  this  act;  that  the 
city  clerk  ah  all  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
collector  of  revenue  all  moueva  which  by 
aay  law  or  wage  may  be  paid  to  the 
cloak  of  aaid  city,  and  all  (be  record*  and 
minutea  of  proceeding*  aforesaid  aball  at 
all  convenient  times  he  open  to  tbe  inapec 
lion  of  any  citizen*  of  *aid  city. 

19.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  ahall  perform  such  duties  as  by 
tbe  laws  of  this  statsnow  appertain  to  and 
devolve  upon  the  overseer*  o(  the  poor  in 
tbe  townships  of  this  state,  subject*  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  ordinance  or 
ordinances  passed  by  virtue  thereof;  and 
they  shall  in  addition  thereto  perform 
such  other  duties  as  this  said  board  shall 
fix,  designate  and  establish ;  the  street  com- 
mi  a  toner  and  city  auveyora  ahall  respec¬ 
tively  perform  sach  duties  as  are  provided 
by  law  and  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
by  tbe  ordinance*,  by-laws  or  regulations 
ot  said  board,  adopted  by  virtue  thereof. 

90.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  tbe  collector  of  revenues  for  said 
city  to  receive  and  collect  all  moneys  due 
to  said  city,  whether  for  taxes,  assessments, 
arrears  of  taxes  or  otherwise,  and  he  shall 
do  and  perform  all  other  duties  which  the 
said  board  may  by  ordinance  prescribing 
his  duties,  ordain;  and  it  fhall  be  his  duty 
to  keep  a  record  of  all  his  proceedings  at 
far  ting  the  revenue  of  the  city,  and  at  the 
end  of  each  and  every  current  year,  the 
aaid  proceedings  shall  l>e  filed  in  tbe  office 
of  tbe  city  clerk;  and  the  said  of  revenue 
shall  pay  over  all  moneys  received  by  him 
for  the  city,  as  supn  as  collected,  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  city,  who  shall  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  or  to  the  col 
lector  of  Essex  county,  the  full  quota  of 
taxes  required  by  law  to  be  raised  in  said 
city  tor  state  and  county  purposes,  so  far 
as  the  same  may  have  been  collected. 

81.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  consta¬ 
bles  chosen  freeholders,  surveyors,  pound-' 
keepers,  commissioners  of  appeals  and  in 
Spec  tors  of  elections,  and  tax  assessor  and 
supervisors  of  taxes  in  the  several  town¬ 
ships  of  this  state,  and  tbe  ordinances  of 
•aid  city. 

92.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  persons 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  in  pur¬ 
suance  ot  this  act,  or  any  law  or  ordinance 
of  the  board  of  councilman,  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  unless 
within  twenty  days  after  his  election  or 
appointment  he  shall  take  and  subscribe 
before  the  mayor  or  city  clerk,  or  some 
other  person  authorised  to  administer 
oaths,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully, 
fairly  and  impartially  to  execute  the  duties 
of  his  office  according  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge,  skill  and  ability,  and  shal 
file  said  oath  or  affirmation  with  the  city 
clerk  shall  be  filed  by  the  mayor;  ana  if 
any  such  persons  shall  neglect  to  take  such 
oath  or  affirmation  for  twenty  days  after 
his  election  or  appointment  or  shall  neg 
lect,  within  said  twenty  days,  to  give  such 
security  as  may  be  required  of  him,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  having  declined  such 
office,  sod  tbe  same  shall  be  deemed  va¬ 
cant. 

28.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  toe  official 
term  of  the  several  person*  who  shall  be 
elected  in  pursuance  ot  this  act  shall  com- 
mesee  on  the  last  Monday  of  April  next 
after  their  election,  and  they  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  ua^il  the  end  of  their 
term;  and  that  the  official  term  of  tttb

others  are  appointed  and  qualified  in 
their  place,  unless  rem 
Tided. 

24.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  city 
clerk,  treasurer  colltctor  of  revenue,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  board  of  council- 
men  may  by  ordinance  or  resolution  di¬ 
rect  shall  before  they  enter  on  the  duties 
of  their  office,  give  bonds  to  the  city  in  its 
corporate  name,  in  such  sums  and  with 
such  sureties  as  the  said  board  may  approve, 
for  the  faithful  peiiormauce  of  their 
duties  and  all  constables  shall  give  bond 
to  the  city  in  the  manner  required  by  law, 
with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said 
board. 

25.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  there  shall 
lie  elected  twojnstices  of  the  peace  at  large 
for  tbe  city,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  re¬ 
corder,  when  chosen  by  tne  board  of  coun 
oilman  and  vested  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  by  law.

4.  To  lay  and  regulate,  or  prohibit  the 
laying  of  water  or  gas  pipes  in  or  under 
the  streets  and  roads,  or  any  part  thereof 
in  said  city,  and  for  the  supply  of  water. 

5.  To  declare  what  shall  be  considered 
nuisances  in  srreets,  roads,  lots,  and  places 
in  the  said  city,  to  prevent  and  remove  all 
encroachments,  encumbrances  aad  nui¬ 
sances,  in  and  upon  any  street,  road,  side¬ 
walk,  lot  or  enclosure,  place  or  places  in 
aaid  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  or 
other  disposition  or  such  encumbrance  in 
or  npon  the  streets  or  roads. 

A  To  secure  m  avary  respect  to  ths  pab 
lie  add  tile  adjoining  owner*  the  safe  and 
convenient  use  of  all  streets,  sidewalks  and 
public  places,  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  or  may  be  laid  out  or  dedicated  in 
said  city. 

7.  To  regulate  and  control  the  driving 
of  cattle,  mules,  or  other  animals  in  droves, 
through  such  street*  or  roads  only  as  they 
shall  prescribe. 

8.  To  order  ancf  regulate  the  building  of 
all  docks,  piers  and  wherves  in  and  aliont 
said  city,  and  the  us  -  thereof,  when  built, 
aad  the  rates  of  wharfage,  and  to  make 
(uch  by  laws  and  regulations  touching  the 
same,  not  inconsistent  with  the  lawiof  this 
and  of  the  United  Stitea,  as  to  said  board 
may  appear  proper  and  necessary,  and  in 
the  building  of  any  so  h  docks,  piers  or 
wharves,  it  more  land  irtlut*  filled  in  than 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  wharf, 

a  wharf  or  dock,  to  lay  out  proper 
streets  npon  the  same. 

9.  To  make  and  adopt  an  assessment 
reap,  whereby  to  describe  land*  assessed 
for  taxes  aad  improvements. 

10.  To  make  and  adopt  a  general  plan 
of  sewerage  aud  drainage  for  said  city,  or 
any  part  or  parts  thereof,  conformably  to 
which  all  sewers,  drains,  receiving  basins, 
and  all  other  appurtenances  ot  public 
drainage  shall  be  constructed,  and  to  alter 
and  vary  the  same. 

11.  To  prevent  horses,  cattle,  sheep, 
swine,  dogs,  goats,  geese,  snd  all  other  ani 
reals  from  running  at  large,  and  to  provide 
for  theimpoonding  and  mle  of  the  sarae. 

To  prevent  immoderate  and  fast  driving 
in  the  streets,  cruelty  to  animals  and  driv 
ing  over  or  upon  sidewalks,  and  to  regulate 
ths  plsnting and  protecting  of  shade  trees.

and  to  fix  the  rate*  of  compensation  to  be 
allowed  to  them,  aad  to  prohibit  unlicensed 
persona  from  acting  in  such  capacities, 

18.  To  manage,  regulate,  control  and 

protect  tbe  inaaon*  and  property  of  the 
city,  and  all  public  buildings,  and  tbe 
erecting  and  maintaining  the  asm*,  and  to 
provide  a  city  armory,  and  to  regulate  the

17.  To  eatahliah,  regulate  aad  control 
day  and  nfgtt  police,  and  to  regulate  aa 
define  their  dutie*  and  compensation ;  to 
provide  suitable  and  proper  potto*  station* 
aud  lredt  ops,  sad  all  necessary  room*  ami 
cell*  for  (he  safe  keeping  of  criminals,  at 
tender*,  or  peruoua  under  arrest 

19.  To  establish,  regulate  and  eowtr 
fir*  department  with  power  to  #X*afy 


provided  in  this  act. 

22.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  interments 
within  tbe  city,  and  bathing  within  adja 
cent  water*  ;  the  exhibition  of  shows, 
caravans,  theatres,  circuses,  or  other  like 
matter*,  the  firing  of  gun*,  fire  crackers,  or 
other  firework -i,  in  said  city. 

23.  To  provide  for  the  appointment  and 
government  of  inspectors  of  seals,  weights 
and  meaanres,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties 
and  compensation,  and  to  enforce  the 
keeping  and  using  of  weight*  and  mea¬ 
sures.
